Senate Slashes, Passes 
Appropriations Measure 


ECONOMY VOTE 
AFFECTS LABOR 
AND SECURITY 


Lower Chamber Allots 
$1,676,198,080 Sum to 
Two Federal Agencies 


WASHINGTON, 
May 


(AP)—With 
an 
economy 


coalition in control, the 
Sen- 


ate tonight passed a Labor de- 
partment - Federal 
security 


agency appropriatoin totalling $1,- 
676,198,080 — or about $100,000,000 
less than President Truman asked. 


The bill, which is $8,388,000 less 


than the House voted, now goes to 
a Senate-House conference commit- 
tee where differences will be ironed 
out. The funds are to finance the 
two agencies for the fiscal year 
starting July 1. The Senate action 
was on a voice vote. 


A little -earlier in the day, the 


House 
appropriations committee 


whacked $162,893,515. or 23 percent, 
off President's budget for the State. 
Commerce and Justice departments 
-and the Federal courts. 


Senate approval of the other 


measure came after a combina- 
tion of Republicans and South- 
ern Democrats had 
slapped 


down a series of amendments 
to increase funds for Labor de- 
partment agencies. 


More than 90 percent of the 


total in this bill is made up of 
benefit payments and grants to the 
states for such purposes as railroad 
retirement, old age assistance, aid 
to children and the blind, unem- 
ployment compensation and voca- 
tionaLrehabilitation. 


The Senate approved appropria- 


tion of $97,862,900 for the Depart- 
ment of Labor. This is a cut of 
$10,001,300 under the amount au- 
thorized by the House and is $23,- 
817,391 less than was requested in 
the President's budget. 


In approving the bill, the Senate 


struck out a House-approved pro- 
vision^ which-wouldTHOre denied fur- 
ther" pay to Sirect Edgar L. Warren 
of the Labor department concilia- 
tion service. •

U. N. Refuses Floor 
To Jewish Agency 


NEW YORK, May 5 (IP) — The 


United Nations assembly by over- 
whelming majorities late today de- 
nied the privilege of its floor to 
the Jewish agency for Palestine but 
ordered its key political committee 
to give the agency a hearing. 


The special Palestine assembly 


climaxed four days of wrangling 
on Jewish representation with 
these decisions: 


1. Voted 39 to 8. with seven ab- 


stentions and one absence, to re- 
ject 
a Russian-backed 
proposal 


granting the agency the right to 
present its case from the floor of 
the assembly. 


Z. Voted 44 to 7, with three ab- 


stentions and one absence, to di- 
rect its political committee to hear 
the agency "on the question before 
the committee." and to send to that 
committee for its decision other 
communications received from or- 
ganizations relating to Palestine. 


PULITZER PRIZE 
AWARDED TO 
EDDY GILMORE 


Associated Press Writer 
Wins Journalism Honors 
For Moscow Reporting 


NEW YORK, May 5 (AP) 


—Eddy Gilmore, Associated 
Press 
foreign 
correspondent 


who is chief of the Moscow 
bureau, won one of the eight 
annual Pulitzer journalism prizes 
announced today — the award for 
distinguished telegraphic reporting 
in international affairs. 


The gold medal for 'the most dis- 


interested and meritorious public 
service rendered by an American 
newspaper" during 1946 went to 
the Baltimore Sun for a series of 
articles by Howard M. Norton deal- 
ing with the administration of un- 
employment compensation. 


Four awards were made in the 


field of literature and one in music. 
No prize was given for a play, the 
judges apparently feeling that no 
production the past year met the 
criterion of an "original American 
play performed in New York, which 
shall represent in marked fashion 
the educational value and power of 
the stage." 


The prize for "a distinguished 


novel published during the year 
by an American author, pre- 
ferably dealing with American 
life," went to "Ail The King's 
Men," 
written by Robert Penn 


Warren, a professor at ttte Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. The novel 
tells of the rise to power of 
Snnthfrn political leader.__

Daily News cartoonist, won the 
award "for a distinguished example 
of a cartoonist's work published in 
an American newspaper during the 
jjrear."

ner this year to have received a 
Pulitzer prize previously; his other 
award was -in 1938.

Adopted by Pottstown Merchants 


A five-point plan to reduce prices, which would continue 


throughout the month of May, was proposed at a meeting of 
the Pottstown Mercantile bureau yesterday morning. 


According to Albert W. Gould, publicity chairman, the 


plan would, in effect, make Potts- 
town one huge department store. It 
will be known as the "Pottsown 
Plan for Lower Prices." 


The plan was proposed at a 


meeting attended by 29 mem- 
bers of the bureau which was 
held in the borough hall. 
It 


was adopted without a dissent- 
ing vote, although four' mem- 
bers refrained from voting. 


The new move to hold the line 


on prices was direct out-growth of 


Wednesday which was hailed as a 
success by the merchants yester- 
day. 
According to the bureau's 


figures, almost 99 percent of the 
merchants in Pottstown supported 
the sales day. 


If it receives the support afford- 


ed to the sales day, the plan would 
continue 10 to 40 percent reduc- 
tions on many commodities. ' This 
is the fulfillment of the pledge 
made to the President a week ago 
to work out a price reduction plan 


if the Profit-sharing day was suc- 
cessful. 


Merchants who will co-operate in 


the Pottstown Plan will be asked 
to endorse the following five points: 


1. To review carefully all in- 


ventory on hand and to make im- 
mediate reductions wherever ne- 
cessary or possible. 


2. To point out to customers, 


through advertisement* and store 
^display*, 
lowered *; 


3. To price all new merchandise 


at the lowest possible price con- 
sistent with honest and intelligent 
business judgment. 


4. To pass on to consumer* any 


savings that result from lowered 
costs. 
5. To avoid suppliers whose 


prices they believe to be out of 
line.

said several fugitives from the 
ancient prison, whose walls were 
blasted open yesterday by some 
30 members of the Jewish under- 
ground, were recaptured during 
the day. Twelve Arabs and It 
Jews were retaken a few minutes 
after the mass break, largest in 
mid-East history, which was 
staged under cover of a slashing 
tommy pin attack. 


Sixteen persons were killed eith- 


er during or in connection with the 
attack, British announcements said. 
Of the dead, six were-listed as mem- 
bers of the attacking party, four as 
Jewish prisoners, one as an Arab 
prisoner, and five as Jews who were 
shot to death, when they refused to 
halt at a roadblock near Acre. 
Twenty others were wounded. 


Nearly all of the Sixth Airborne

PARIS, May 5 (AP)—A

This statement was made after 


a French cabinet minister asserted 
that President Truman's program 
for aiding democracies under threat

prompted Ramadier to oust the five 
'rench communists in the cabinet. 
The American source said that 


top officials in the United States 
mbassy were drawing up a detailed 
eport on what sort of assistance 
•he French regime will need and how 
much could be expected from the 
United States. He said the informa- 
tion would be relayed to Washing- 
dn in anticipation of fresh requests 
rom the^French to solve their food, 
uel and industrial problems. 


This source added that a de- 


cisive factor in America's readi- 
ness to throw her weight into 
a new bulwark against Commu- 
nism in the west may be whether 
the French Socialists, Rama- 
dier's party, want to become a 
vehicle for a new implementa- 
tion of the^so-called "Truman 
Doctrine." 


The informant said that if the 


Socialist party ma 'hine consents to 
head an anti-Conrmunist coalition, 
,hen Washington may be expected 
to lend a sympathetic ear to requests 
for help in maintaining Ramadier's 
economic policy of freezing wages, 
holding down prices and increasing 
production. 


Another source said that the Am-

them.) 


French officials said their im- 


mediate need was for wheat to 
maintain the current daily bread 
ration of 250 grams.

As Workers Strike 


CHICAGO, May 5 (£>}—A strike of 


some 900 "inside workers" at two 
Chicago dairies resulted today in 
curtailment of almost 90 percent of 
the city's milk supply, as 73 other 
member dairies closed on instruc- 
tions of their collective bargaining 
representative. 


The Associated Milk Dealers, rep- 


resenting 75 dairies in this area, said 
that although the strike was called 
against only two of the larger dair- 
ies, Bowman and Dean, it was con- 
sidered "a strike against the entire 
industry." 


Thomas B. Gilmore, attorney for 


the dealers, said "We're not operat- 
ing any of the 73 other plants for 
that reason." 
! 


After a meeting of officials of 


the dairies and of the AFL Dairy 
Workers union in the office of 
Mayor Martin H. Kennelly, the 
mayor s'aid he thought the two 
sides were not very far apart 
and that some progress had been 
made. 


The walkout, which began at 


midnight last night, was in support 
of demands for a 40-hour week at 
$60.16, the same pay the workers 
now receive for 48 hours; a $2 weekly 
increase for workers in country 
plants; pay for six holidays; and 
tnre"e weeks vacation after 10 years' 
employment. 


Arrangements were agreed upon 


by the union and the dairies to 
maintain deliveries to hospitals, 
orphanages and some other institu- 
tions.
